As it has been dry ana very 
hot this summer there has been

stuff, 
worms water and other th in g s; 
that turkeys like. And as a re­ 
sult the health of the turkeys 
,s been lessened, and their nat- 
_ al resistance to diseases has * 
ieen lowered. 
There are a number of other 
factors that also have affected 
his resistance and that is both 
external 
and 
internal parasites. 
Intestinal worms have been very 
bad «his vear, and have caused 
lots of trouble. 
If

were made it 
would be: 
F irst 
look after the w ater supply of 
your turkeys and see that they 
g e t' w ater 
at

tim es 
a day, and th at it be clean anti 
pure. Second, th at they get plenty 
of feed of the right kind, prob­ 
ably a good growing mash fed 
in hopnor« would ht> nest. Give 
them all the sour niilk that you 
can, clabber with

ercon stuff. If you have no green 
stuff give them a «lose of Epsom 
salts, dose f om 1-2 to 1 lb. per

Condemning 
the
